effate, and be fully perſwaded and earneſtly bent to bee from hencefoozth faithfull, loyall, and dutifull ſubiecteg to her 
Maieſtie, ik it might pleaſe her highneſſe of her royall clemencte to graunt to them their lines and her gratious pardon 
loꝛ their offences paſt, and to receaue them to her grace, in ſuch ſozt as may beſt pleaſe her Pateftie, fozthe which they 
wyll acknowledge themſelues bound to her Maieſtie, as her true andnaturall ſubiects, and as perſons that haue re: 
ttaued their liues and beinges from her highnelle as the miniſter of Almightie God, foz the which they bee bounde by 
double bande to ſerue her Maieſtie faythfully and truely during the continuaunce ol their liues to come, and to ſpende in 
her leruice that which from her clemencie they haue receiued. Like as when her Pateſty looketh vpon their greeuous ol⸗ 
fences and deteſtable actions pzactiſed and executed in this rebellion againſt her Maieſtie, hauyng neuer geuen to them 
any other of her ſubiects (as is well knowne) any occaſion to neglect their dueties in ſuch ſozt as they haue done, ſhee 
| * vnnaturall dealinges moued to thinke euery of them vnwoꝛthy to receiue any dꝛop of her mercie and grace: 
_ molt excellent Maieſtie neuertheleſle laying apart that rigour wherunto they haue tulfly pzouoked her, and fol- 
g that naturall inclination that ſbehath euer been diſpoſed vnto in ſbewing ol mercie,and hoping therewith vp-

ties ol Poꝛke. Duriſme, Nozthumberlande,Cumberlande,and Weſtmerland, who neither hath at this pzeſent,noz here- 
toloꝛe hath had any landes,tenementes, oz hereditamentes ok any eſtate of inheritance, and that they, and euery of 
them, as aboue is ſayde, ſball remaine and continue without any arreſt, veration oz diſturbaunceto bee done by any ot 
her Maieſties officers,and miniſters, oz any other perſon to their bodies oꝛ goodes, ſo that euery ſuch tubiect do re- 
paite to the ſaide Earle of Suſſex her Maieſties Liefetenuant, and other her highneſſes Commiſſioners appoynted 
foz thoſe cauſes, within fourtie dayes next alter the publication hereof, and doe ſubmit himlelfe to all (ach oꝛders and 
directions as by the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhalbe appointed, whereupon euery ſuch ſubtect Gall receiue a note in wit 
ing vnder the handes ofthe ſaydeliefetenaunt and otherthe ſayd Commillioners, oz thzee of them, teſtifying his ſub- 

miſſion, which ſhall be a ſufficient waraunt to the Lozd keper of the great ſeale of Englande lor paſſing of his pardon 
onder the great ſeale, without any further ſpectall byll oꝛ warraunt to bee obtained foz the ſame from her Maiettie, to 
As he do ſue out the ſame within thꝛee moneths after the date ol the ſame note.
